THE TARIFF 


RESULT OF NEGOTIATIONS WITH 
THE UNITED STATES 


Important Changes Effected in the 
Tariff Between United States and 
Canada—Many Articles on the Free 
List—Is Described as an Agree- 
ment and Not a Treaty—Can Be 
Changed If Found Unsatisfactory. 


Ottawa.—Hon. Wm, Fielding, min- 
ister of finance, in reporting the result 
of the trade negotiations which have 
been conducted at Washington, stated 
that the negotiations had resulted in 
an understanding,,.und the minister 
hoped the country would join in say- 
ing that, both Canada and the United 
States were gainers. 

Mr. Fielding said thut there was no 
treaty, that it was a legislation act 
of Canada, and that it could be 
changed at any time. 

He said there was a 1arge free list, 
mostly of natural pyoducts. They had 
arranged that wheat which was free 
in Canada would also be free in the 
United States. On another list 
‘articles there wouid be a similar rate 
of duty imposed by both countries. 

The United States had agreed to 
come down to Canada’s rates, and in 
some coses had come down below 
the Canadian rates. 

Canada has, therefore, made moder- 
ate reductions, while the United 
States on the whole has made quite 
large reductions. [ 

One schedule shows the rate which 
the United States would impose on 
Canadian goods, and another schedule 
shows that which the Canadian gov- 
ernment will impose on the United 
States products. The ideas of reci- 
procity are right through the arrange- 
ments, although there is no treaty. 

Mr. Borden asked if there was no- 
thing in the nature of a treaty now, 
how was this to be done? 

Mr. Fielding said that there was not 
a treaty, and they were not bindin 
in this case. It rested on genera 
confidence, general good will and gen- 
eral feeling that this was for the bene- 
fit of both countries. : 

As an illustration, Canada’s reduc- 
tion on wheat was 12 per cent, and the 
United States’ reduction was 25 per 
cent. in order to reach a common 
basis. ' 

C. C. Owen: “What will be the duty 
on our-wheat going into the United 


States?” 
Mr. Fielding: ‘Nothing; not a 
cent.” (Loud cheers.) 


The minister continued: Barley is 
free also. Canada’s reduction is 15 
cents a bushel. The Unjted States’ 
reduction is 30 cents. 

Potatoes are now free. Canada’s re- 
duction is 20 cents a bushel, and the 
United States 25 cents a bushel. Oats 
are free.’ Canada’s reduction is 10 
cents. and the United States’ reduc- 
tion is 15 cents a bushel. 

Flour is now dutiable at the com- 
mon rate of 50 cents per barrel. 

Rough and sawn lumber is made 
free. It was already free in Canada. 
It becomes free to lumbermen and 
manufacturers in Canada. 

It has always been a grievance,; par- 


ticularly in Ontario, that the duty on|

on coal reduced 8 cents. 

Coal people will have to bear a cut 
of 8 cents in duty, namely, from 53 
cents to 45. Slack-coal is subject to

Coke is now made free in the United 
States as well as in Canada. British 
Columbia friends will be glad to hear 
that, for the province is largely in- 
terested in this item. 

In some cases we have had some 
small reductions on manufactured ar- 
ticles, but the reductions are small. 
The reduced rates of duty will open 
up new possibilities to our manufac- 
turers,-and will be able through this 
to send goods into the United States. 
As an illustration, take wire rods; free | 
‘in Canada, while the United States | 
has a duty. We have stipulated these 
shall be free in the United States 
also, and will now have a chance for 
making these for Uncle Sam, 

The farmers of the West must be 
prepared to take their burden with 
the rest. There is a reduction, but 
these have not been made free. We 
have now a 17 1-2 per cent. list of 
agricultural implements, including 
mowers, reapers, harvesters, and we | 
propose to cut that to 15 per cert, 

Paper and pulp changes took up 
some time, as the United States peop'e| 
were anxious for these changes, In} 
newsprint, pasteboard, pulp of vari- 
ous kinds and common paper of all 
kinds up to four cents a pound, we 
were anxious for free trade. They 
agreed if the pulp regulation in the 
provinces could be removed, We had 
no control over the provinces, and 
had but one answer, of course.

MESSAGES FROM AEROPLANE 


| Practicability of Using Wireless on 
Scouting Airship Has Been 
Demonstrated 
| San Francisco.—Lieutenant Paul W. 

Beck, of the United States signal ser- 
vice corps, demonstrated to the 
army’s satisfaction the practicability 
jof sending wireless messages from a 
scouting aeroplane to field headquar- 
ters. Flying with Philip Paramalee 
jin a Wright biplane, equipped with 
a wireless sending instrument, and 
with a wire antennae, a hundred feet 
long, trailing from the underbody of 
the car, Lieutenant Beck transmitted 
half-a-dozen messages to the wireless 
station on the ayiation grounds, 

The first message was to the Associ- 
ated Press. It had been prepared in 
advance by an Associated Preea re- 
porter, and its text was known only 
to the writer. Lieutenant Beck tuck- 
jed it away, folded, in his pocket, and 
(did not open the paper until he had 
|reached an altitude of 500 feet. 

The airship was at times about two 
and a half miles from the field while 
ithe officer was flashing communiea- 
tions to the wireless station, and the 
recriving operator stated that no dif- 
|ficuity would have been had in read- 
ing the messages had the distance 
been 20 miles. Lieutenant Beck was 
delighted with the success of the ex-

little hope that the Hudson Bay road 
would be built and operated as the 
westerners wanted, The western re- 
presentitives were powerless on ie.

The shipping inter- 
ests of the east desired that western 
j¥rowth should go via the long route. 
The capitalistic interests were united 
in opposition to the road, and the gov.

Moreover there was no guarantee of 
economic methods in the building of 
the road or in the operation of it after- 
wards, The ninety miles of the road 
now built to the Pas has cost heavily. 
If the remaining sixty were to cost in 
| proportion, the undertaking would be 
a tremendous one, Mr. Partridge 
went on to speak of the navigability 
of the bay.

; Calgary.—In the province of Alberta 
tthere are eight million acres of school 
‘lands held in trust under the Domin- 
‘ion Lands act, that are still to be dis- 
‘posed of. Already $4,209,212.40 has 
‘been tealized from the sale of these 
‘lands, There is still outstanding on 
deferred payments, or amounts yet to 
ibe paid in respect to the sale of these 
jlands. The income derived from the 
|school land funds during the year 1910 
'was $76,913.14. The revenue other 
{than the principal and_ interest on 
;sSales was $249,486.21. This money 
is derived from interest on principal 
‘and revenue from timber dues, hay 


on sales, 

| It costs the government: $61,174.13 
|to' administer these funds. This cost 
is taken up in clerical assistance ex- 
| penses, re auction sules, printing and 
| advertising. 

| The amounts paid the province of 
| Alberta by reason of the ‘sale of these

|denly as a meteor and disappears 
|when his work is done in a way that 


;no ‘one else ever did before or since. - 


;Enoch also was translated without 
‘dying, but we read of no whirlwind or 
‘horses and chariots of fire. Elijah was- 
honored to stand with the Lord Jesus. 
and with Moses on the Mount of 
|Transfiguration, and Jesus said of 
‘him “Elijah truly shall first come and 
restore all things,’’ adding that he 
had already come in the person of 
John thé Baptist, but AY new him 
|not and ill treated him (Matt. xvii, 3; 
xi, 13). Therefore' we conclude that 
John the Baptist, who came in the 
{spirit and power of Elijah, was to the 
first coming of Christ what the real 
Elijah will be to His coming in glory 
to set up His kingdom. When some 
who will be more wicked than Ahab 
and Jezebel shall be showing the 
| power of the devil, then Elijah and a 
| companion shall be the Lord’s two 
witnesses in Jerusalem (Rev. xi, 3-11). 

His name means ‘‘my God is Jah,’” 
and one has said that he is the grand- 


d{est and most romantic character that 


Israel ever produced. His one mis- 
sion was to bring apostate Israel back 
to Jehovah the true God. He was. 
nurtured in lonely communion with 
God, away from the polluting court 
amidst his native wilds (Fausset). 
His first utterances is, ‘‘The Lord God 
of Israel liveth, before whom 
stand (verse 1; see also xvii, 15, and 
II Kings iii, 14). We think of Gab- 
riel’s testimony, “I am Gabriel that 
stands in the presence of God” (Luke 
i, 19), and he it was who said that 
{the son of Zacharias should go in the 
| spirit and power of Elijah. Israel had 
!been faithfully warned that if they 
turned aside to serve other gods and 
worship them the Lord would shut up 
the heaven that there be no raip 
(Deut. xi 16, 17), so that Elijah’s 
prayer that it should. not rain (Jas. 
v, 17) was simply a prayer that God’ 
would do as He said and make good 
His word and show himself as the 
living and trué God, for if He failed. 
to fulfill His threat the people would 
think it an idle tale. 

Elijah could say, ‘In the Lord have 


I righteousness and strength’; “I rest 
on Thee, and in Thy name I go’” 
(Isa. xlv, 24; II Chron, xiv, 11). 


Therefore he was not afraid to meet 
Ahab or to deliver his message. This 
being done, he receives two distinct 
\messages from the Lord telling him 
{where to sojourn for the next three 
‘years, and first he is told to hide him- 
{self by the brook Cherith and is as- 


here. He did just-as he was told 
and the Lord fed him with bread and 
flesh by means of the ravens morning 
and evening, and he drank of the 
brook. So well did the Lord hide him 
that he could not be found by nation 
or kingdom (xviii, 10). 

If we obey Matt.‘ vi, 33, we may 
count on its fulfillment, but we must 
Mark the word “‘there’’ in verse 4. 
The word here tranalated “raven” is 
used ten times ond in.each place re- 
fers to a bird so called. The Lord 
Jesus indorsed the Elijah story (Luke 
iv, 25-26), and if any nart of it had 
{been not just as recorded He would 
surely have told us. These lonely 
{days at Cherith make us_ think of 
Joseph in Egypt as_a prisoner, or 
Moses in Midian, or Jahn the Baptist 
in the wilderness, or Paul in Arabia. 
Nothing can take the place of being 
alone with God. 
to wait pati:ntly God’s time and find’ 
our rest and joy in Himself. If His 
gifts seem to fail us, like the brook 
that dried up, He has some other way. 
He cannot Tit; He abideth faithful. 

He has promised never to try us be- 
yond our ability to bear it (I Cor. x, 
13), and in due time He ordered His 
\faithful servant to another place of 
sojourn, but what an unlikely place it 
was as we see things—the home of 8 
i poor widow who had no food in the 
ieanres but_a handful of meal and a lit- 
'tle oil. Elijah found her gathering 
|sticks with which to make, as she 
\thought, her last cake, and then she 
expected that she and her son would 
die (verse 12). But by giving her alt 
\to the Lord’s servant, as the lad did 
ihis loaves nad fishes, several were fet 
for many days, and the meal wasted 
‘not, neither did the cruse of oil fait 
(verse 16). 

From our lesson it would seem that: 
the prophet was sent to the widow 
{that she might sustain him (verse 9), 
|while from the record in Luke iv, 25, 
/26, it appears that Elijah was sent to 
{the widow that she might be sustain- 
jed, Well, it worked both ways, and 
‘the widow was sustained by her giv- 
ling her all to the Lord. No doubt He 
lalso cared well for that other widow 
who cast all her living into the treas- 
ury, God was also glorified in this

Recently Found Skeleton May Be That 
of Young Benj. Bathurst. 


One November evening a: British 
envoy, returning home from Vienna, 
took his way through a Prussian for- 
‘est. He was never seen again, That 
was 100 years ago. The other day 
in that forest a skeleton was found 
which is supposed to be that of the 
missing man, He was Mr. Benjamin 
Bathurst, a son of Dr. Brthurst, Bish- 
op of Norwich, 1805-37, and he was 
in 1809 envoy to the Court of Vienna, 
and had been following the campaign 
between the Austrians and French. 
He seems to have been incomprehen- 


| Sibly afraid of falling into the hands 


of the French, and as soon as the 
treaty between Napoleon and Austria 
Was signed he fled from Vienna, mak- 
ing for Hamburg, whence he intended 
to reach London, In November, 1869 
he had arrived at Berlin, spent sev- 
eral days there, and continued his 
journey, in the slow fashion of the 
times, by coach, With him traveled 


| his secretary and a confidential ser- 
} vant. 


On the 25th inst. he arrived 
at Kletsche, the last posting station 
before Perleberg, which is to-day a 
railway station between Magdeberg 
and Bertin.. Here, when asked, for 
his passport and papers, he declared 
he was a Berlin» merchant named 
While awaiting a relay of 


to the postmaster concerning the safe- 
ty of the roads, and if he should be 
likely to meet any French patrols. 
He seemed altogether to be in a very 
nervous condition. Those in the post- 
ing house saw Bathurst pull a pair of 
Pines out of his pocket and watched 
im adjust and readjust the trigger 
continually.

| horses began from the moment they

leberg, and here he left his carriage | 


and insisted on being conducted to 
the house of the governor of the dis-, 
trict, from whom he again inquired! 
with much anxicty about the security 
of the roads, begging to be toid the 
shortest route, saying he had a ter- 
rible fear of French patrols and cus- 
toms officers, who had twice already 
tried to poison him. The governor 
recognized that Bathurst was suffer- 
ing from dementia, and did his best 
to reassure him. The British envoy 
left and started for the posting house. 
Two girls living next door to the post- 
ing house watehed him pass their 
window, but nothing more was ever 
The next day 
the dinlomatist’s cloak was found hi- 
den under a pile of wood in the post- 
ing house, and a fortnight Inter his 
riding breeches were found by two 
women gathering dead leaves in the 
forest of Quitznow, close to Perleberg. 
The prevailing idea was that Bathurst 
had been assassinated by French sol- 
diers, who were after his despatches. 
His wife appealed to the Emperor 
Napoleon to give her every facility to 
seek her husband, and this was done, 
all the resources of the country being 
at her disposal. The hat of the lost 
diplomatist was found on the edge «f 
the River Stepnitz, and this wns con- 
sequently dragged for his body, but 
in vain. Recently some wood cutters 
in the forest of Quitznow discovered 
a skeleton in a good state of preser- 
vation, not far from the spot where 
Bathurst’s riding breeches were found. 
The bones ere thought to be those of 
the envoy, whose disappearance has 
always been a mystery.

He not only 
gave the Wi ‘ire town a charter, 
but also pre .ted it with a large 
piece of land to be held as common, 
and to this day the commoners keep 
up the old custom of the grant.

Commoners are taken, one by one, by 
the steward of the manor to their al- | 
The tenant digs a small 
hole, and the steward places at the 
bottom of it a new shilling. He then 
strikes the tenant three times on the 
back, and repeats these words: 

“T give this to thee as freely as 
King Athelstan gave it to me, and 
hope u loving brother thou wilt be!”
